Advisory Council’s Record 
of Work 


REMOVING CAUSES OF 
FRICTION 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


It is now six months since the inauguration of its new 
campaign by the Trades’ Advisory Council, which operates 
as the Economic Department of the Board of Deputies and 
deals with all questions involving Jews in trade and industry. 
and a survey of its work shows the achievement of notable 
successes. The Council is particularly concerned with the 
removal of causes of friction between Jewish and non-Jewish 
traders. 

Leading Jewish businessmen are now actively associated with 
the Council, and contacts have been established in the 
Provinces with active communal workers. New trade sections 
have been brought into being and old ones revived and made 
effective. 

important tasks carried out by the Council during the past 
six months include an investigation into problems connected 
with touting; an inquiry into labour conditions prevailing in 
the turniture trade; the consideration of the problem created 
by the wholesale internment of refugees and other alicns who 
had opened up businesses during their stay in England: a 
report on the employment of aliens with technical and adminis- 
trative qualifications; the commencement of a detailed investi- 
gation into discrimination levelled against Jews by certain 
_wisurance companies; and the collection of data offering guid- 
ance to employers on time lost by employees owing to air- 
raid alarms. 


Investigation of Complaints 


In addition to these general surveys, more than 20 individual 
investigations were cafried out of abuses, irregularities, and 
complaints concerning Jews and non-Jews in trade and industry. 
These involved such diverse matters as misrepresentation in 
trade advertisements; sweeping generalisations made by manu- 
facturers against distributors; and defamatory statements in a 
newspaper. 

One particular dispute where the Council was. able to be 
of considerable service was in the settlement of a sympathetic 
strike caused by the dismissal of a number of employees. Both 
the employer and the employees concerned accepted the Coun- 
cil’s solution of the difficulty, and the Trade Union concerned 
wrote thanking the Council! for its efforts. eae 

Experience has shown that many instances of anti-Semitism 
have arisen through thoughtlessness rather than prejudice. One 
such instance which caused particular concern was a letter pub- 
lished in a fashion trade paper which, by inference, singled out 
Jewish wholesalers as not being. helpful to a firm which had 
suffered enemy attack. The Council made a careful investiza- 
tion and was able to disprove the allegations and to obtain 
written apology and withdrawal. 


Goodwill 


All this work, however, is only one side of the activities 
of the Council, While the defence work is considered of vital 
importance, the paramount need is held to be the creation of 

oodwill between Jewish and non-Jewish traders. This ts 
urthered by close liaison with all trade organisations of a 
national and trade character, both of employers and workers, 
and of contact ith thé appropriate Government department. 

The Council, also, gives the fullest support to all measures 
directed to assisting the war effort, and participates in the 
National War Savings Committee (on which it has direct 
representation), the Red Cross Penny-a-Week Fund, and the 
Salvage and Scientific Departments of the Ministry of Supply. 

All these bodies have acknowledged the value of the work 
performed by the Council. 

An Information Department has been set up in order to 
assist traders, and performs a useful service in explaining 
intricate measures introduced by Government departments 
affecting trading under war conditions. 

Jewish traders and manufacturers all over the country have 
been pressed to institute welfare and pension schemes, ar 
advice on the operation of such schemes is piaced at their dis-

FOOD SUPILY DIFFICULTY 


(From our Special Correspondent) 
Despite much talk about ithprovements in internment 

camps, iniormation which I have received from an 
‘authoritative source reveals a disquieting state of affairs 
calling for immediate action on the part of the Home 
Office 

There have, indeed; been improvements in certain directions. 
For example, anti-Nazi internees in the Isle of Man can now 
more casiiy go for walks than they were formerly able to: 
they are not kept so much under lock and key: periodically 
they can go to the cinema, and there are also occasions when 
men from the different camps play a game of football. So 
far so good. But there is another side to this picture. 

he pall of tsolation which separates these victims of Nazi 
savagery trom the outside world is thicker On the island than 
in the marmland camps. Visitors arrive in fewer numbers, and 
the position ts very unhke that at Huyton, where hardly a 
gay passes without an M.P., a representative of the Home 
Office, or of some organisation visiting the camps, and show- 
ing an interest in the refugees’ welfare 

Here, however, they are left far more in the hands of the 
military authorities and of the Intelligence Officers—the latter 
being, in point of fact, in charge of everything 

This growing and almost complete isolation from the outside 
world is having a very deleterious effect on the mental health 
of these people, and is more depfessing than the physical dis- 
comforts which they have endured, 


Food Problems 


Food supplies present a particular problem. Though, I am 
told. the shops on the island are full of butter, eggs, fruit, 
and vegetables, the internees are not given a proper “ation of 
any of them. Nor can they buy any in the canteens, because 
the obstacles were being put in the way of supplying these 
canteens 

The rations, therefore, of these people, consist entirely of 
starchy food and yery little meat, Instead of fresh. milk, they 
get milk powder.-. The vitamin-content of this diet is very 
poor, and the fat ration very small—onty one ounce per head 
a day for cooking as well as for all other purposes, 

In the women’s camps one house had been set’ aside for the 
Nazis. but in. actual practice only those who so desired went 
to live there, and any who wanted to be with the non-Nazis 
—often to annoy them—could stay. This gave rise to tre- 
quent and ugly scenes and molestation of the non-Nazis,

ARANDORA STAR INQUIRY 


Lord Snell’s Findings 


ALL GERMANS AND AUSTRIANS 
OF CATEGORY “A” TYPE 


A summary of the Arandora Star inquiry, conducted by Lord 
Snell, has been presented to Parliament and published (Cmd. 
6,238 Stationery Office, 1d.). 

In the course of the summary Lord Snell points out that 
in order to understand the circumstances in which Germans, 
Austrians, and Italians were embarked on the Arandora Star 
for deportation to Canada it was. necessary constantly to bear 
in mind the position which then obtained, France had collapsed, 
Italy had declared war, and an attempt at invasion appeared 
to be imminent. It was felt that the retention in this country 
of a large number of prisoners of war and alien internees 
might constitute a grave danger to security, and consequently 
inquiries had been made of certain Governments overseas with 
a view to seeing whether they would be willing to accept 
internees 

The Germans and Austrians to be put on board the Arandora 
Star, continues. the summary, were immediately selected from 
camps reserved in the main for enemy aliens other than fresi- 
dents who had been classified by a tribtimal in Category “ B” 
i” In all, 473 Germans were embarked, of whom i123 
were merchant seamen captured at sea and were treated as 
coming. automatically under Category “A.” The remaining 
350 had either been placed in Category “A” by special tribunals 
appointed by the Home Office or were among those persons 
who had been interned immediately after the outbreak of war 
as being members of the Nazi organisation or Nazi sym- 
pathisers. All the Germans and Austrians on the Arandora 
Star were therefore persons. who had been individually ordered 
to be interned On grounds of national security. and accord- 
ingly could properly be regarded as coming within 
Category “A.”

RESTRICTIONS REMOVED FROM 
FRIENDLY ALIENS 


Mr. Rostron DuckwortH (Con., Manchester, Moss Side) 
asked the Secretary of State for the Home Department whether 
he could now reconsider the restiictions, such as curfew, which 
are placed on friendly aliens in this country, such as Americans 
and Grecks, and whether, in particular, he would consider 
removing the restrictions on such aliens who are actively helping 
the war effort of this country. 

Replying, the Home Secretary (Ma. Herserrt Morrison) said: 
“I agree that a liberal policy should be followed in granting 
exemptions from the aliens restrictions imposed during the 
war on nationals of Allied and friendly countries, and steps 
have been taken to this end. Any such alien who is actively 
helping the war effort of this country may apply to the Chief 
Officer of Police of the district in which he is registered for 
exemption from any restriction which hampers that activity.” 


BARRISTERS IN PALESTINE 


Mr. D. Apams (Lab., Consett) asked the Under-Secretary for 
the Colonies last week whether he was aware that members of 
the bars of New South Wales, Ceylon, Union of South Africa 
(the Cape), Transvaal (Orange Free State), Northern Rhodesia, 
and New Zealand are called to the English bar without sub- 
mitting to the examination for call to the bar, and without 


‘keeping any terms, and that the Treasurer and Masters of the 


Bench of the Honourable Society of the Middle Temple had 
agreed to consider extending this privilege to members of the 
bar in the Holy Land, provided such request came from the 
Colonial Secretary; and whether it was proposed to make such 
a request. 

H. Hatt replied: The Secretary of State is not 
aware of the facts as stated in the question in so far as they 
relate to Palestine. He has received no representatians on the

In all the turmoil 
and anxiety of evacuation he refused to forget his Jewish 
obligations,. and was .ecagerly planning to develop an active 
Habonim group in Cardiff, a task to which he devoted him- 
self assiduously. Death intervened just as his work was 
beginning to bear fruit. feel certain that the Chavurah he 
established here will honour his memory in the way he would 
have hked best, by continuing their work with all the energy 
at thcir command.

SPEED-UP OF DEPORTEES’ 
RELEASE 


Return To Britain 


The Farl of Lytton, Chairman of the Council on Aliens, 
has announced that facilities for the release of enemy aliens 
interned in Canada or Australia are to be speeded up. 

“ Applications for release will be considered by tribunals 
in this country,” the announcement states, “ and any alien who 
qualifies for release and whose application is approved by the 
Home Secretary will be brought back to Britain and freed. 
According to the wishes of the Canadian and Austfalian 
Governments, no aliens released from internment in Canada 
or Australia will be allowed to remain in those countries. They 
will return to Britain. 

“No aliens.” it was added, “ will be brought back to this 
country to have their cases heard before a tribunal, however, 
<ince their return to Canada or Australia if the application 
proved unsatisfactory could not be contemplated. Applications 
will all be heard in the absence of the aliens. It is unlikely that 
any more aliens will be sent overseas.” 


U.S. VISAS FOR ANTI-NAZIS 


The State Department in Washington announces that it will 
continue to issue emergency visas for immigrants who can 
demonstrate that their lives would be in .danger under certain 
regimes, provided it is proved that they can leave the United 
States after their visas expire. It. is added that out of 2,000 
applications for emergency visas only 12 have been rejected, 

It is also announced that the Polish and German immigra- 
tion quotas will be reopened within two months. 

In view of the existing European situation, the State Depart- 
ment declares, Lisbon is to become the control centre for 
the entire -U-'S. immigiation quotas from Belgium, Luxembourg, 
and the Netherlands, as well as for portions of the British, 
French, Italian, and Swiss quotas. 


TRIBUNAL FOR AGED INTERNEES 


A tribunal has been appointed, under the Chairmanship of 
Sir Cecil Hurst, to consider applications for release from 
internment made by Germans and Austrians who are ineligible, 
because of age, for enlistment in the Pioneer Corps. 

They will report whether they are satisfied the applicants are 
opposed to the Nazi system and are actively friendly towards 
the Allied cause

U.S. IMMIGRATION DIFFICULTIES 
| Deportees in Canada Disqualified 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


A problem which calls for prompt action arises from 
the fact that the American Consulate ts now stating that 
visas will .be issued only as soon as shipping space is 
available. 

This means that internees who would be eligible to go to 
Amcrica will now have to remain interned until shipping accom- 
modation permits of their going, since up to now they have 
been released only -when in possession of the American visas. 

I have seen a letter from an internee in Canada—an Austrian— 
who writes: “According to official information, American Con- 
sulates here are not prepared to interview internees. One internec 
who was in possession of a visa was able to see them: but his 
release was made impossible by the fact that the American 
Immigration Authorities refused to let him enter the country. 
According to American law the issuing of a visa by a Consu- 
late is possible only when the person in question has been 
resident at the place of the Consulate for 3 or 6 months. But 
internment is not regarded as residence.” 

Some of these people were formerly resident in London, 
where their -papers were transferred to the American Consu- 
late from Vienna—their original registration centre for the 
U.S. quota. Now, when their turn has come under the quota 
they are in Canada, and their papers will have to be transferred 
to the Canadian American Consulate. But, as under the 
regulations they are not residents but internees, they are placed 
in a new dilemma.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


REDEDICATION 


JEWISH writer has recently reminded his co- 
A rriisionists that this war is being fought, and will be 

fought out, to defend ideals, and not merely for self- 
preservation and self-interest. If the latter position is main- 
tained, then it can be very easily shown that self-preserva- 
tion and self-interest on the part of Great Britain and her 
Empire have no true meaning without the defence of the 
ideals which are the life-blood of a people that believes 
in itself. 

The war of the Maccabees is a classic example of a 
conflict to preserve the ideals of a small nation. It i« true 
that Jews of the Holy Land in that far-off time fought to 

reserve themselves, their homes. and their Temple. But 
ad the Syrian foe conquered, Judaism must have been 
destroyed. It is not forgotten that the medieval Church 
instituted a day in honour of Judas Maccabeus, for to him 
was owing the very rise of Christianity. Without Judaism 
the new religion would have been impossible. The Book« 
of the Maccabees make it abundantly clear that the struggle 
was one between Jewish and pagan ideals and ways of 
life. There could be no compromise between them. The 
rededication after the war was a national revival. The Jew 
had earned the right to security and freedom. We thin 
to-day of their victory not in terms of mere national 
security which they had wrested from an overwhelmingly 
stronger enemy, but as a triumph over aims which were ac 
dangerous as they were barbarous. it is not merely the 
valiant fighters of those days whose unrecorded names win 
our homage afresh as every Chanucah comes round: it is 
the ideals for which they fought which stir us after 2.000 
years, and demand our own rededication as children of 
Israel, descendants of the Maccabees. 


(THE worship of the One Universal God, respect for 

justice, the purity of home life, loyalty to the Stite. 
.moral uprightness, the liberty of small peoples. the destruc- 
tion of iyranny and of the rule of might—all these were 
the aims of Judas Maccabeus and his people. They are 
strangely akin to our own to-day. With some slight modi- 
fications they have been the ideals of-all countries which 
have fought for their preservation and independence, from 
the little States of Greece and sixfeenth-century Holland to 
the great countries of France and the United States of 
America. The Maccabees were not concerned with the 
world outside Palestine; rather their interests were limited 
to Egypt on one side and Syria on the other. Jewish 
interests to-day are worid wide, and the Jew is not alone 
in his struggle for justice and independence. But the Jewish 
ideals for which the Maccabeans fought are not swatlowed 
up in those of the nations among whom the Jew lives. 
Outside Germany and the lands under the Nazi heel, the 
great countries of the world are in reality fighting the 
battle of the Jew. They are not interested in the survival, 
or even in the security, of the Jewish people for itself. It 
is for the victory of Jewish ideals and the Hebrew outlook 
on life that they are enduring destruction and danger 
and loss. 


E Jews dare not forget this. It ts not enough that we 
fight and endure loyally by the side of Christian and 
Mohammedan brethren. It ts a great part of our belief in 
God and in ourselves that the Jew himself is still needed: 
that the Jew has still much to teach the world through 
his own particular task and through his faithfulness to 
the teachings of ‘his own prophets and sages. The time 
for his complete vindication, his restoration to leadership 
as a holy people has not yet arrived. He has tremendous 
preparations to make. A new heart, a complete rededica- 
tion is needed above all. 


It has repeatedl} been said by British leaders that part 
of the new order after the end of this war is 4 fresh 
solution of the problems of Jewish settlement. The Jew 
himself will be asked to contribute to this new order-— 
and not only on his own behalf. Jewish wealth, Jewish 
brains, Jewish knowledge, all these will be invited to co- 
Operate in this settlement. But what will all these gifts 
be worth without a reawakening of that spiritual power 
“which made the Jew what he is to-day? It is no answer 
that this spiritual power, which is not only the impulse 
to worship God, but also a constant awareness of a high 
destiny and a courage to work for it, is weak everywhere 
around us. For this condition of the modern peoples, like 
their ancient prototypes, is just our opportunity. — In a 
place where there are no men, show thyself a man. 
these terrible but soul-stirring days, the Jew has an 

opportunity almost unique even in his long history. 
- Without a rededication to the spirit of our fathers, a fresh 
awareness of our tremendous responsibility, none of the 
blessings of heart and brain that have been vouchsafed 
to us can be of any avail. We believe, or so we say, that 
the prophet was right, that “not by mighi nor by power, 
but by my spirit” is the victory to be won. This really 
means that it is the spirit of God within us each one which 
will maintain the Jew and uphold his teaching, and bring 
to an end the rule of power and might by themselves. 


Chanucah has called to us in all ages. This year it Is 
almost a despairing cry, a 2 recall to the Jew to 
restore the spirit of our fathers in our own lives, to raise 
Jewish pride out of the dust, and Jewish achievement out 
of the ashes of materialism and self-seeking. It was said 


of old that God has never left himself without witnessses. « 


It was also said te the Jewish people more than twenty 
centuries ago: “ Ye are my witnesses.” Only a new heart 
and a new spirit in us Jews of to-day can make this 
tremendous election a fact of the future as it was once 
in the past. Up and prove that the standard of 
Maccabees is still being Gores aloft to-day!

North London Liberal Synagogue 


Correspondence forms a useful and important part of 
the work of the North London Liberal Synagogue nowa- 
davs.

“ ILLEGAL” IMMIGRANTS 
DEPORTED 


New York Paper’s Report 


The Jerusalem correspondent of the New York Times 
(states the Jewish Telegraphic Agency) reports that 1,584 
“ illegal” immigrants, who arrived by the steamer Atlantic, 
were deported from Palestine on December 8. The refugees, 
it iS reported, embarked on two British vessels for an 
unnamed British Colony. 

[It was reported last week in THe Jewisu CHronicie that one- 
day protest strikes had taken place in Palestine, and other pro- 
tests had been registered, at reports of the Administration's 
implementing its “ statement of policy’ following the Patria 
disaster—a policy which meant that “ illegal” imm.grants arriv- 
ing in Palestine would still be turned away.] 


ARAB-JEWISH CO-OPERATION 
**More and More Frequent ”’ 


The Jerusalem correspondent of Great BRITAIN AND THE 
EAST reports on increasing evidence of Arab-Jewish co- 
operation in many spheres in Palestine. 

“ Examples of Arab-Jewish co-operation are becoming more 
and more frequent" (he says), “and. the ‘sanguincly-minded 
among political observers and friends of both peoples are look- 
ing forward to that post-war period when a full understanding 
on racial aims may be reached im the constitutional no less 
than, as at present, in the economic sphere.” 

After referring to joint meetings in the sporting and mercan- 
tle world, such as those reported in last week's Jewtsu 
CHRONICLE, he goes on: 

“ Delegates from the Muslim town of Nablus also attended 
a Nutrition Conference in Tel-Aviv, when the question of war- 
time -<diet adjusted to available food supplies was cxplored. 
Again, Aref Bey eb Aref, one of the veteran District Officers 
in the country, lectured to the Tel-Aviv Forum, an English- 
speaking group comprising mostly Jewish members, on * Arab 
Tribal Courts and Customs.’ 

“ The association of Arabs and Jews in other economic, cul- 
furai, and sporting spheres is bound to increase the ties of 
friendship now being created, and is all to the good when 
viewed in the long perspective.” | 


JAFFA DISPUTE SETTLED 
Acreement Between Arabs and Jews 


An agreement was signed last weck between the Mayor of. 
Jaffa and a Committee of the Jewish suburbs in the southern 
fringe between Jaffa and Tel-Aviv regarding the dispute which 
has gone on since the outbreak of the distucbances in 1936, 
reports Palcor. 

According to the agreement, all tax arrears for the period 
since 1936 are to be cancelled, while the future payments of 
taxcs will be used for the services of the suburbs concerned, 
in which there are about 15,000 Jewish residents. 

A contract will be given to the Committee of the suburbs 
to carry out the required municipal services of the whole area, 
and Jewish labour will be employed. |

ROAD CONSTRUCTION RELIEVES 
UNEMPLOYMENT ¢ 


Work has begun on a road connecting Herzlia with Tel-Aviv 
through Ramat Hasharon, which will considerably shorten the 
present route. The Vaad Leumi is making a loan of £P1:500, 
the Jewish Agency one of £P500 out of direct Keren Hayesod 
funds, and the Histadruth Unemployment Fund £P500 towards 
the cost of the rodd, the work on which will last six to eight 
months and will greatly relieve unemployment. 


J.N.F.’s RECORD FIGURES 
Bulk Contributed by U.S.A. 


The income of the Keren Kayemeth (Jewish National 
Fund), it is reported from Jerusalem, last year attained the 
record figure of £608,000, of which 59 per cent. was con- 
tributed from the United States. Six per cent. of the 
income was derived from Palestine itself. Leasehold income 
jumped from an average of £10,000 yearly to £12,000 last 
ar. The increase was due mainly to urban industrial 


The Keren Kayemeth last year provided 130,000 “ workdays,” 
devoted partly to afforestation and partly to amelioration work. 
Land amelioration was undertaken particularly in the hilly dts- 
tricts of Galilee, Samaria, and Judea, where unproductive, 
stony ground has been converted into cultivable areas. 


A POALE ZION CONFERENCE 


High-Flown Resolutions 


At the conference of the World Ichud of Poale Zion, held 
at Ayanot, resolutions were accepted pledging the Union 
to continue its work in all the occupied European countries 


. and in all circumstances, to demand from American Jewry | 


increased assistance for suffering European Jewry, to increase 
the political enlightenment af workers the world over, especially 
the Biitish Labour Party, to strengthen the Jewish World 
Congress so as to convert it into an authoritative and representa- 
tive body, and expressing the Union's rejection of all territorial- 
istic conceptions (reports the J.T.A. from Jerusalem). 

Mr. Eliahu Dobkin, Director of the Immigration Department 
of the Jewish Agency, reported that Jewish immigrants to 
Palestine during the sixteen months of the war numbered 20,000, 
of whom 8,700 had come under the various. immigration cate- 
gories and over 10,000 as refugee “ Maapilim.” He added that 
the Palestine Government had handed over to the care of the 
Jewish Agency 7,500 “ Maapilim “ after they had been detained 
for a week in a concentration camp. 

Two. thousand four hundred peopie, the majority of them 
survivors from the Patria, he said, were still detained at Athlit. 


PALESTINE AS A DIAMOND CENTRE 


The first diamond club in the Near East has been opened 
in Tel-Aviv by its President, Mr. Akiba Weiss, and Mr. Israel 
Rokach, Mayor of Tel-Aviv, reports the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency. Addresses were delivered by Chief Rabbi Amucl and 
by Mr. Fletcher, representing the Government, who said that 
he saw no reason why Palestine should. not become one of the 
mo*t important diamond centres in the world 

Greetings were also offered by Mr. Oved Benami, Mayor of 
Nathanya—recently proclaimed a township—which has several 
diamond factories with hundreds of workers. 


A Permanent Industrial Exhibition, showing the wide varicty 
of manufactured goods and various types of machinery that can 
now be produced in Jewish factories of Palestine, has been 
opened in Tel-Aviv. The High Commussioner attended the 
inaugural ceremony. 

Drainage work costing £P13,000 is being carried out by the 
Tel-Aviv Municipality to prevent floods in the low-lying streets. 
If work on this nen | were carried out every year, states Mr. 
Y. Shiffman, the Municipal Engineer, the problem of floods 
would be completely solved in a short time. 


The eightieth birthday of Professor Simon Dubnow, the 
famous Jewish historian, has been celebrated in Jerusalem at 
a meeting addressed by Mr. Z. Rubashov, Professor Benzion 
Duenaburg, and others.

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MIXED FARMING INCOME 
Increases in all but Citrus 


Central Tnuva has published iis turnover figures of mixed 
farm products for the Jewish calendar year 5699 (October 1, 
1939, to September 30, 1940), showing a total of £P697,500 
for all Keren Hayesod and other settlements affiliated to 
this central marketing association. The sales represented 
milk, dairy produce, eggs, poultry, fruit and vegetables, 
honey, sheep products, and fish. Of this amount, all but 
£P6.000 worth (honey, bananas, and vegetables exported) 
was sold in the country. The total represented 
£P110.000 more than in the preceding year. 

On the other hand, states a Palcor message from pone the 
income from the sale of citrus fruit dropped from £P928,000 
to £P157.000, owing to the virtual suspension of exports. The 
total income from all branches, including citrus fruit, was 
£PR855.100 last year, compared with £P886,500 in 1938 / 39. 

Other farm products sold through Central Hamashbir were 
wheat and grains, fodder, hay, flowers, and preserved or canned 
fruits not disposed of through Tnuva. I: & stressed that the 
increase in Tnuva income came from the larger quantity of 
prodacis marketed, and not from any fige in prices. 
mcreases were in milk, eggs, potatoes, fish, grapes, and stone 
fruit. For example, Tnuva's potato sales last year amounted 
to 3,250 tons, or 80 per eent. more than in the previous year. 


Cold Storage Facilities 


Some £P15,000 out of the Palestine Government loan of 
£P100.00G {cr improving agricultural output will be used to 
assist in erection of cold-storage premises for the potatoes, 
vegetables, and seeds of Jewish farmers. A further £P 12,500 
in loans was granted by the Government, with the assistance 
of the Jewish Farmers’ Association, to settlers in various dis- 
tricts of the country. With the help of these loans it is 
intended to enlarge thé area under cultivation as follows: 
potatoes by 1,358 dunams, grain by 22,000 dunams, fodder by 
3730 dunams, and special winter grain by 9,400 dunams. 


Citrus whisky is now being marketed in Palestine. An 
alcohol-extraction plant was established last winter at Tel Mond. 
The whisky, which is distilled from orange juice, has a pleasant 
taste and is called “ Mashki~ 


In a decree published by the French High Commission in © 
Damascus. bank balances and properties belonging to British 
and Palestinian subjects are declared frozen from December 13.

PROGRESS OF THE BACHAD 
MOVEMENT 


Agricultural Training in England 


The second Pegishah of the Bachad movement in this country 
was arranged for December 25 and 26 at the straining centre, 
Gwrych Castle, North Wales. 

Brit Chalutzim Datiim, the organisation of religious chaverim, 
was established here shortly after the first influx of refugees 
from Germany. It then consisted of a small group of English 
and German chaverim whose Hachsharah was mainly of a cul- 
tural nature, although at the same time a few chaverim under- 
want ‘reppin traming and later went on Aliyah to Eretz 

israel. 

As a result of the intensified persecution in November, 1938, 
a large number of the hundreds of young men and women who 
had formed the Bachad movement on the Continent, many of 
whom were far advanced in agricultural training, came to this 
country. In order to enable them to continue their training, 
the Bachad was reorgafiised on a larger scale. 

At the present moment, Bachad numbers about 800 mem- . 
bers, most of whom are continuing their training at Hachsharah 
centres in various parts of the United Kingdom. These centres 
and their chaverim were for some time supported by the 


various Jewish and local committees. The agricultural trainces 


have included a small number of English chaverim drawn from 
the Torah Va'Avodah movement. Members who have not 
yet been able to train at these centres have been undergoing 
industrial training of various types, and have been able to 
progress in cultural Hachsharah through the means of hostels. 
When the first conference was held in October last year, 
the movement as a whole was still entirely dependent — 
support from various committees, but the principle was laid 
down that as far as possible all groups of Bachad should 
become self-supporting—that is, while training the work which 
they did should be sufficiently productive for them to be 
on communal basis. This has been 
rgely realised during the past year, despite the fact that 
the period has been a most difficult one on account of intern- 
ments, war conditions, and, above all, there having been no 
to Palestine from this country.

NAZIS INCITE UKRAINIANS 


Fostering Anti-Semitism in Slovakia, 
Poland, Russia 


The organ of the Ukrainians in Slovakia. the 
PoDKARPATSKI VOLOST, has announced the decision of the 
Ukrainian minority to proclaim a complete boycott of the 
Jews in accordance with Nazi principles. 

Ukrainians in Nazi Poland, too, are being incited against 
the Jews. Recently, large quantities of a Ukrainian translation 
of the “ Protocols of Zion™ forgery were dumped in the 
Ukrainian-speaking territory of Western Galicia for free di«. 
tribution to the local population. It was even reported that 
the Nazis had also enlisted the services of anti-Semitic 
Ukrainian leaders in order to smuggle supplies of the “ Proto- 
cols " into Soviet Poland, particularly into Eastern Galicia. for 
distribution among the Ukrainians there. 

About the same time the Nazi authorities in Western Galicia 
began to organise the Ukrainian youth into a semi military 
body known as the Sitch, one of whose task« was to persecute 
the Jews, to spy on their activities, and to denounce them as 
agents of Britain. Many Jews were charged and severely 
punished on thew evidence for listening in to British broad- 
casts. Members of the Sitch have been allowed to loot Jewish 
shops and- homes with impunity. 


JEWISH COMMUNIST BOGY IN 
RUMANIA 


Russia’s Blunt Protest 


The official protest by the Soviet authorities against the 
practice of linking up Jews and Communists in attempting 
to justify the recent wave of mass arrests in Rumania wil! 
cause the Gestapo and the Iron Guard great discomfiture. 

Recently they spread tens of thousands of leaficts framed so 
as to suggest that they were issued by Rumanian Jewish leaders 
and calling on the Jews to join the Communist Party, sabotage 
Government activity, assassinate the Iron Guard leaders. and 
create chaos in the country. The alleeed object was to enabic 
the Communists to invite Russia to send troops to Rumania to 
restore order, thereby Involving the Soviet Government in a 
war with Germany. 

The Gestapo and the [ron Guardists then submitted those 
leaflets to the Rumanian authoritics, claiming the discovery 
of a Jewish plot against the Antonescu Government: and the 
Rumanian secret police began to arrest large numbers of Jewish 
communal leaders, doctors, lawvers, industrialists. and merchants 
in Sibiu, Botosani, Suceava, Jassy. Giurgiu, Bacau, Galatz, 
Radauti, and other piaces. Altogcther about 00 noted Jews, 
who have never been associated with the Communist movement, 
have already been arrested. 


The suicide of Professor Jon Marcu in Bucharest as a result 
of “ virulent anti-Semitism" was recently reported by the 
Moscow radio 

A new Government order compels Jews to show on their 
businesses signs that they are Jewish concerns. This is wel- 
comed by the tron Guards as a convenient method for making 
looting casier, and shops displaying the Jewish sign are 
repeatedly attacked. A more “ humane ™ method ts to make 
Jewish shopkeepers part with their goods at ridiculous prices. 

The Rumanian Government is to compensate ex-officials who 
lost their posts in the Rumanian territories annexed by Russia, 
Hungary, and Bulgaria; at the expense of the Jews. They are to 
be given confiscated businesses or set up as partners in Jewish 
concerns. 


SOVIET “ PURGE” IN LITHUANIA 
Jewish Property Seized 


The famous “Abraham Mapu™ Library in Kaunas 
(Kovno), which :was established nearly 100 years ago and 
contains a unique coilection of the rarest Yiddish and 
Hebrew books, has been compulsorily handed over to the 
Communist Youth League and renamed the Greifenberg 
Library, after the Communist Greifenberg who was executed 
by the Lithuanian authorities in 1926. _ = 

Books considered undesirable for the library in iis present 
form have been removed, but have not been destroyed—they 
have been replaced by a collection of Communist literature 
in Yiddish. The only works retained out of the old stock are 
those of Mendele Mocher Scforim, Peretz, Shoicm Alcichem, 
and a number of Soviet Yiddish writers.

GREECE AND HER JEWS 


A Pre-War Memory 
By “GREEN FLAG” 


By the outbreak of war in September, 1939, I had 
accumulated, as the result of many years’ travel to various 
places in Europe, Africa, and America, a mass of interesting 
data that had formed the basis of my weekly articles in 
Jewish CHRONICLE. I was glancing through these a 
few days ago when I was attracted by the word “ Greece.” 
and the notes | re-read seemed to me deeply significam 

It was in the summer of 1938 that | arrived in Athens, during 
a cruise of the P. and O. liner Strathmore’ 1 took the under- 
ground railway—very fast and modern—to the Monastiraki 
Station, the nearest to the Rue Mélidoni, where the principal 
Athens Synagogue is situated. There are actually two Shools 
in the building, one on the ground floor for use on weekdays, 
and one on the upper storey reserved for Sabbaths. (The same 
form of two-in-one is also observed incidentally at the Synagogue 
in Helsingfors, Finland.) 

! was afforded the opportunity of long talks with the Chief 
Rabbi of Athens, Rabbi Eliahu Barzeilay, and with the Presi- 
dent of the local Community Dr. Abraham Alchanati. Both 
spoke m the Inghest praise of the attitude of the Government 
towards its Jewish citizens and the Chief Rabbi pointed out 
that Jews in Greece were on no alien soil, for the connection 
between Judaism and Hellenism dated from ancient times. 
Certainly the two great teachings had learnt something from 
each other; for both were united in recognising the dignity 
and rights of the human being no matter what his origin. That 
was one reason why Jew and Greek lived in peace cach with 
the other; their different cultures had a common humanistic 
foundation, and they understood each other readily 

Dr. Alchanati spoke to me of the profound. patriotism of 
the Jews of Greece. Thev loved their country anc all that it 
stood for. “ If, the time should come.” said the President— 
and his words were prophetic—“ when Greece needs her Jews 
to defend her against her enemies, they will not be found 
wanting.”

THE PRICE OF BETRAYAL

SOME criticisms were recently passed in these columns 
on certain references to Jews made by the Rev. Dr. 
John C. Heenan in the course of an interview printed 
in.a Catholic contemporary. The reverend gentleman, 
an active worker in East London, now writes to say 
that if his statement gave the impression of anti«Semitic 
bias on his part he apologises immediately and without 
reserve. Anything in the nature of anti-Jewish propa- 
ganda, he points out, would be unworthy of a priest 
and most distasteful to him personally, and adds further 
the important reminder that “ Pope Pius XI, of happy 
memory, set a lead for all Catholics in his protestation 
against anti-Jewish propaganda.” This obviously sin- 
cere disclaimer will be readily accepted by Jews, who 


will also welcome his forthright declaration that * no. 


good Catholic can_have hand or part in anti-Jewish 
activities.” 
Dr. Heenan goes on to say that the remarks com- 


plained of were inspired by regard for Jewish people 


rather than hostility. He urgés that, of the Jews, as of 
the Catholics, the saying holds true that 


“the enemies of a man are those of his own household. 
The biggest enemy of the Church ts a lapsed Catholic 
Or a practising Catholic notably un-Christian in his 
way of living.. . . the lapsed Jews are the real enemies 
of the Jewish people. There could be no case made 
out for the persecution of Jews if the majority were 
living up to the high principles of their religious code, 
just as it would be harder to sustain persecution of the 
Church if all the members of the Church wer- real 
Christians.” » Jewish persecution, he admits, is usually 
founded on jealousy, but “Jews who do not practise 
their faith or live up to its principles often provide 
specious reasons to justify the intolerance of the anti- 


Semites.” 
There is, it will be admitted, more than a grain of 
truth in this analysis. s not, indeed, the same 


diagnosis been made again and again by many thought- 
ful and anxious Jewish observers? Dr. Heenan tells 
us bluntly that there are far too many Jews who are 
Jewish by race but not by religion. That is a palpably 
true indictment of a way of life much too common in 
our midst. . Historically, it is a dangerous contradic- 
tion. Toc our people it offers a treacherous foothold 
on a slippery pedestal. To the Gentile who is under- 
standably mistrustful of and puzzled by. a religioniess 
Jew, it is an unforgivable offence, an object of sus- 
picion and fear, and indirectly a source of weakness to 
the Christian daughter Church of Judaism. These very 
sound reasons, we may be sure, were present in 
Deputies’ thoughts when the Board put the necessity 
for religious education and services in the forefront of 


its appeal for funds to cope with war problems, and - 


allocated to these purposes nearly half the sum it 
hopes to raise. The question must be asked of every 
Jew in this land, and not merely of such well-to-do 
Jews as may still remain: Can you resist the argument 
here set forth?

tinues, even at a moment of increased war tempo, on the 
“shape of things to be™ after the war has been won. Through 
all this discussion runs the almost. general conviction that 
the post-war world will and must be totally unlike the old. 
In international affairs, national independence is to give 
way to international interdependence: In domestic systems, 
the phrase “social justice” is to be interpreted as equality 
of social and economic opportunity, an ideal to which 
considerable advance has unquestionably been made in some 
countries, including our own, But that it shall become more 
and more a complete reality is an ever more widely held 
intention. This means that, helped by the organised 
exploitation of the world’s wealth, the “ inequalities in 
wealth and possessions” will have to go. It means, too, 
as THe Tres puts it in one of its forward-looking and 
highly courageous articles on the subject, that the develop- 
ment of our educational system, designed to secure equal 
opportunity to “ every child, regardless of race or class "— 
the words used by the heads of the Christian Churches in 
a recent joint statement on ‘the foundation of peace—is a 
further contribution to the same end, 


THE POPE’S POINTS 


THe Church leaders explicitly accept the five points of 


Pope Pius XII because, they say, these carry out the con- 
ception of all nations as members of one family under the 
Fatherhood of God. They assure to all nations—the Jews. 
it is to be presumed, among the rest—-their right to live free 
from aggression. They stipulate that the real needs and 
just demands of nations, populations, and racial minorities 
{our italics) “shall be adjusted as occasion may require, 
even where no strictly legal right can be. established.” 
And with these and the rest of the Pope's prin- 
ciples of international relationship the religious spokes- 
men associate five standards directed at internal national 
requirements, among them the preservation of the family 
as a- social unit. Some of these ideas—at any rate those in 
the economic sphere—may involve far some Jews, and no 
less decisively for some non-Jews, a severe break with 
ingrained notions and practice. It may produce in them 
almost as much bewilderment as a British statesman long 
years ago created among the propertied class with his 
declaration that property has its duties as well as its 
rights. Bui that declaration came gradually to be an 
accepted principle and to be embodied in the policy of 
the State. 


THE TEST 


THe war, however, has given to the new nation-building a 
fresh urgency. The old will have to habituate themselves 
to what some of them may call revolutionary ideas, even 


though these are fostered by an Organ of stalwart Con- 


servatism. The young must be educated in the new lines 
of progressive thought with at least the same fervour and 
determination as Hitler has employed in the indoctrination 
into the German youth of the old barbarism of his so-called 
“ New Order.” The spirit which will make men willing 
to approve and act upon the principles of the new world- 
to-be must be ceaselessly imparted or fortified. In this 
respect Jews have their plain duty—not merely because it 
offers the chance of a healthier society in which they would 
be able to live happy lives in a truly founded peace, 
but because these basic ideas of the coming time are Jewish 
through and through. It would go ill with them if even 
a few of their number refused to admit this, and a corre- 
sponding obligation therefore lies on our teachers and 
preachers to open such eyes as may be blind, and upon 
parents to rear their young in Judaism's principles, alike 
by word of mouth and personal example.

PALESTINE AND THE NEW WORLD 


AN important session of the Inter-University Jewish 
Federation's annual conference, this week, is to be devoted 
to the subject of political Zionism and to an effort to formu- 
late a policy for Zionist youth. As the incidence of the 
holidays has compelled this issue to close for press earlier 
than usual, the report of the meeting is not, at the moment 
of writing, yet available. But the hope may, even now, 
be expressed that the discussion was lifted out of the 
ordinary rut of Zionist argument, and showed an. alert 
recognition of the new horizon that the war is bringing 
steadily into view. The war now going on is more, far 
more, than a conflict over Lebensraum, or for the preserva- 
tion of the British Empire, important though that be for the 
maintenance and progress of civilisation. It ts a war of 
ideas and principles, that very war of “ ideologies,’ in fact, 
which British politicians and publicists, possibly from a 
justifiable distrust of a word of doubtful parentage, once 
stoutly refused to recognise, and in which they vowed they 
would never engage. In the course of the conflict, many 
rooted notions are being endangered or destroyed, and many 
treasured habits of thought weighed—and found wanting. 
New lines of approach to various problems are forcing the 
old out of existence. New scales of values are being 
debated. Hardiy anything, except the great unchanging 
spiritual truths, 1s escaping re-formation in the crucible of 
war, and nobody can say in what shape the formerly 
accepted policies and methods will come out of the fierce 
ordeal. Can Zionism alone, Zionism as at present ex- 
pounded, expect to be immune from this universal process? 
Can Zionists. hope to stand aloof from its all-enveloping 
influence ? 


A CALL TO YOUNG JEWRY 


THe time has clearly come for thinking out the position, 
not on the oid stereotyped lines, but in the light of changed 
and changing conditions. Much old and useless lumber 
must be thrown out-—-the shibboleths and clichés which have 
done duty for Zionist principle, the stupid methods that 
have reflected those of East European politscs rather than 
those of a people striving to build a rejuvenated Jewry 
free from old hatreds and alive with fresh inspiration. And 
to what quarter can one more hopefilly turn for a more 
vigorous lead in this direction than to the fresh-minded, 
unencumbered, and idealistic youth in the University rank 
and file in this country? Who better equipped than the 
young, unhampered by encrusted tradition and filled more 
than the present generation of so-called “leaders” can 
be expected to be with originality and resurgent hope? Dr. 
Weizmann’s speech last week had, perhaps not unjustifiably, 
a somewhat lugubrious note, He pointed out that “ we are 
facing a bitter fight in Palestine,” and that “the future 
generation will have to fight as well,” though he hoped 
in better conditions. This forecast, though uttered in 


— mood, underlines the appeal of optimism. to 
youth. 


LESSON OF PAST FAILURE 


THe Jewish youth now fitting themselves for tasks of 
responsibility are the advance guard of the “ future genera- 
tion” of workers. They will have to fashion. the new 
policies and methods of Zionism, and they must begin to 
get to work now. No one expects from them, “hey presto!” 
a new and ready-made dispensation, But there is already 
much material to study, much to digest, and wide and new 
fields for fresh and honest thought. What, for ‘stance, 
is to be the conception of the nature and status of the 
Yishuv in the post-war world? What of the possibility of - 
a Palestine rallying, with others, round the British Common- 
wealth of Nations as the nucleus of a new and better world? 
There is one practical task, indeed, to which youth might 
with a minimum of delay, and that 

‘oO stimulate a sense of responsibility amongst Jews 
of British birth that they may saoaias and a with 
enthusiasm their duty to bear a worthy, if not dominant, 
share in the revival of the Jewish nation in the Jewish

ANTI-SEMITISM—A CATHOLIC 
VIEW | 


From the Rev. Dr. JOHN C. HEENAN 
To the Editor of THe Jewisn CHRONICLE 


Sik,—-In a recent leader the Editor of Tue Jewish Curonias 
took me to task for my opinions, expressed in the CaTuouic 
HeraLp, which he judged to have an anti-Semitic bias, If my 
Statement gave this impression (as obviously it did) | apologise 
immediately and without reserve. Curiously, the remarks com- 
plained of were inspired by regard for Jewish people, rather 
than hostility. 

i said—-and say—that criticism of the Jews is increasing 
and in a Jewish paper | am prepared to be much more outspoken 
than | was in a Catholic paper. Anything in the nature of 
anti-Jewish propaganda would be unworthy of a priest and 
most distasteful to me personally. But let us face facts. There 
iS & great similarity in the position of Jews and Catholi¢ts and 
of both it may be said, in the words of the Scriptures, that the 
enecmics Of a man are those of his own household. The biggest 
enemy of the Church is a lapsed Catholic or a_ practising 
Catholic notably un-Christian in his way of living. We know 
the harm being done at the moment by lapsed Catholics. Men 
like Hitler, Goebbels, and Mussolini, to name but a few. It 
would be stupid to blame the Church for the activities of such 
as these, but the fact remains that they are Catholics and that 
they are outstanding examples of evil influence in the Europe 
of to-day. My point in writing is tq say that the lapsed Jews 
are the real enemies of the Jewish people. There are far too 
many Jews who are Jewish by race but not by religion. There 
could be no case made out for the persecution of Jews if the 
majority were living up to the high principles of their religious 
code, just as it would be harder to sustain persecution of the 
Church if all the members of the Church were real Christians. 
| want to give an example, to illustrate my point, from the 
leading article to which I have already made reference.’ The 
Editor took me to task because I said that many of the leaders 
of Communism in this country are Jewish and pointed out 
that Stalin has “ bumped off ° practically all his Jewish sup- 
porters. Of the anti-Jewish purge in Russia | am well aware. 
| arrived in. Moscow soon after the execution of Kamenev, 
Zenoviev, and the rest, and L remember reading lists of Jewish 


_fhames in Pravpa which were being changed to Christian names 


for reasons of security. I saw how Jews were persecuted for 
their religious beliefs by the Communists. But al) this does not 
alter the truth of my statement that the majority of the leaders 
of Communism in: this country are Jewish. Corruptio, 
optim, pessima,’ and Jews who, having forsaken the law of 
Moses, leave God to serve tables, do happen often enough to 
drift to the Communist Party. If anyone doubts it let him go 
to Coumunist meetings and judge for himself the race to 
which the majority of the leaders belong. Hard working 
minorities nearly always achieve unpopularity in a community 
and | have always felt that the root cause of Jewish persecu- 
tion has been the industry of the Jews themselves. in Russia 
(at least before the purge) many of the executives were Jewish. 
The reason presumably is that the Jews. suffered so many 
restrictions under the Tsars that they made the most of the 
small chances they had received of education When 
the Soviets came to power and had rid themselves of the 
educated clements in the old Russia they found that in the 
main only the Jewish sections’ of the population could stand 
up to the new tasks. Later non-Jewish Communists became 
jealous and wanted members of their own. family to displace 
the Jewish executives. 

You may think that I am trying ‘to have it both ways; that 
I am blaming both Jew and anti-Jew for persecutions. I admit 
that there seems to be a paradox, The solution, in my mind, 
is this. That while persecution of the Jews is usually founded 
upon jealousy, Jews who do not practise their faith or five 
up to its principles, often provide specious reasons to justify 
the intolerance of the anti-Semites. 

Pone Pius XI, of happy memory, set a lead for all Catholics 
in his protestation against anti-Jewish propaganda. No good 
Catholic can have hand or part in anti-Jewish activities. Yet 
I repeat that just as the lapsed Catholic-is the real.enemy of 
the Church so the disproportionately large numbers of men 
who are Jewish by race but not by religion are the real enemies 
of the Jewish people.

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LEEDS ZIONIST SOCIETY 
INAUGURATED 
Professor Wright Warns Againsf 
Unpreparedness 
[From our Correspondent} 


The inaugural meeting of the Leeds Zionist Society was 
held last week at the Jewish Institute. 

Dr. H. L. Edelston, who presided, said in explaining the 
objects of the Society, that while the Leeds Community had 
always been in the forefront of Zionist endeavour as far 
as fund raising was concerned—the J.N.F. contributions 
were the highest per head in England—there was no 
organised Society to foster cultural and educational work 
for the movement. 

Professor Samson Wright said that the meeting was taking 
place at perhaps the most hopeful time since the war started. 
After paying tribute to General Wavell, he commented that the 
British position in the Middle East was now stronger than. at 
any time since France's defection and looked forward to Italy's 
“ Dunkirk "a Dunkirk whose evacuation would have to be 
accomplished without the support of a navy. 

Stressing the value of Palestine in the war effort Professor 
Wright said that the factories of the country were busy turning 
out war supplies. These eflorts were saving Great Britain very 
valuable shipping space. In addition, there were persistent 
rumours that the British Government intended to raise a Jewish 
Army. In spite of the great difficulties, mmmigration into Pales- 
tine and the purchase of land there still continued. But they had 
to make preparations for much egreater immigration The 
only thing,’ said the speaker, “which can stop a flood of 
immigration into Palestine on a gigantic scale after the war ts 
our own unpreparedness.” He concluded by Visualising the 
future of the Middle East as a Federation of States in which 
fear—the souree of the friction between Jew and Arab—would 
disappear 

Dr. D. Biegun gave the meeting an analysis of the economic 
position of Central European Jewry. He stressed the poim*# that 
their position, even before the war, was impossible. “ Hitler,” 
he said, “ did not create the Euronean Jewish problem. He 
simply opened our ¢yes to it.” The speaker said he did not 
think that the hatred which had been aroused in the last ten 

ears would make i easy for the Jews to find a place in the new 
surope ‘that would arise after the war. “ The new Europe 
cannot solve the Jewish problem—only Palestine can do that,” 
he said. 

Professor S. Brodetsky, wha was prevented by iliness from 
attending, sent a message. A large audience received . the 
speakers enthusiastically, and many members for the Society 
were enrolled immediately It is confidently expected that the 
Society under the Chairmanship of Dr. Edelston will have a 
very successful session A’ number of lectures have been 
arranged, and it is proposed to have a monthly Living News- 
paper on Palestine, which Dr. D. Biegun has promised to 
organise.

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BLACKPOOL’S FINANCIAL BURDEN 
Plain Speaking to London Jewry 


[From our Correspondent} 


One of the series of evacuee problems now facing the 
Blackpool Jewish Community is that this small community 
of about a hundred families is shouldering a serious finan- 
cial burden. Large-scale Government evacuation of Jewish 
mothers, children and Others has shifted a grave responsi- 
bility to the reception areas, of which Blackpool is one of 
the most imporiant. 

A poor paron dies and must be buried. Those in special 
need are frequently sent by the authorities to the Jewish almoner. 
Problems of billets, of clothing, and a hundred other pressing 
matters arise, to be dealt with by the Community in the recep- 
tion area, and the bills are footed by them 

It was to ease this heavy pressure a little that Blackpool, St, 
Annes-on-Sea, Preston, and Southport decided to form a joint 
Central Committee, to pool funds and efforts. 

I am informed that (contrary to. earlier belief here) no funds 
are at present available from either the United Synagogue or 
the Board of Deputies, though both organisations have sent 
representatives to advise and help. es 

But the most acceptable heip, at a to the much- 
burdened Blackpool! Community would be—why not speak 
plainly?—-money to meet the many requirements of the situa- 
tion; money from Loadon Jewry for London Jewry. 


L.C.C. Worker's Tribute to Jewish Commitice 


A number of Jewish evacuces are among those benefiting 
from the Rest Centre for Evacuees at the Methodist School, 
Coronation Street, an undenominational organisation recently 
started by Mrs. FE. G. Owens, working for the London County 
Council. A mothers’ room. nursery, boys’ club room, sewing 
rooms (with use of sewing machines), and kitchen are pro- 
vided, which, though bare and plain, are warm and well iit 

Here families meet, friends make little groups, mothers leave 
their children, sew for themselves, and the little ones Duy tea 
and cakes for a penny. An independent committee was formed 
at Blackpool! Town Hall recently which, it is hoped, will organise 
clubs for boys. girls, guides, and scouts. 

Mrs. Owens told me—and she did not know my identity— 
that quite a number of Jewish evacuces attended the Centre, and 
added. “ but there is no need for us to help these Jewish people 
with clothing or boots. I don't suppose you will Know about 
it, but there seems a very good committee here which looks 
after their needs; it seenis to be very well organised.”

THE DECAY OF ANTI-SEMITISM 
Dr. Lehrman’s Analysis 


Addressing the Southport Zionist and Literary Society 
recently at Salt’s Café, Nevill Street, Rabbi Dr. S. M. 
Lehrman maintained that there was visible in the present 
recrudescence of anti-Semitism the portents of its decay. 
For, he said, since the totalitarian States had made it one

HOME as an Educational Factor 


@ Preparing for the new 
order in the new world 
when the war is over 


educational factor is an accepted com- 

monplace of Jewish thought and Jewish. 
teaching. That importance is being recog- 
nised more and more by serious thinkers 
in other communities, and a Christian 
Council of Parents has undertaken a cam- 
paign whose object is to bring home to 
parents the responsibility that lies with them 
in the earliest training of their children. 

We hear a great deal in these days of 
agitated personal heart-searching, about a 
new world with a new order in which equal 
opportunity must be given to all to make 
the :ullest possible use of their lives. Yet 
the basis of such opportunity really lies in 
the sort of upbringing each child receives 
from the day of its birth. The notion that 
good schools can correct the faults of bad 
carly training, and that the parent who can 
afford to give his child the advantages of 
such schooling can thereby ensure his future, 
is fortunately being exploded. 

Schoolteachers themselves will be the first 
to admit that the seeds of knowledge and 
wisdom it is their task to disseminate fall 
on barren soil when the pupil before them 
lacks the fundamental capacity for willing 
co-operation. Moreover, the teacher should 
and must have the fullest co-operation of 
the parents themselves if the best results 
are to be obtained. Many children whose 
parents have made serious personal sacri- 
fices to enable them to attend a chosen 
school have derived a far greater degree of 
benefit from their education there than the 
children of parents to whom the school fees 
are no hardship to find, 

How can we ensure that home training 
is uniformly beneficial: for the children of 
all classes, and thereby avoid the short-cut 
remedy of providing institutional or other 
training outside the home for children whose 
parents fail to realise their parental responsi- 
bilities? For this is the crux of the whole 
question, 

Nursery schools, day nurseriés, and 
similar institutions have produced excellent 
results, and the children who have attended 
them from an early age pass into school 
with ingrained regular habits of punctuality, 
Obedience, and co-operation. But they

It can well be argued that economic 
necessity compels many parents to have 
recourse to external means of training for 
their young children. In a number of cases, 
this is unfortunately only too true. Bat im 
other cases it is equally true that nothing 
but the lack of a real desire on the part of 
the parents to take the necessary trouble 
stands between the children-and those equal 
opportumties they should be afforded. 
The problem of home training is not as 
simple in modern times as it was formerly. 
The rigid religious code of olden days has

been relaxed, and with it the cut-and-dried 
distinction between right and wrong which 
gave former generations of parents the easy 
alternative of punishing and rewarding bad 
and good children. 

To-day we have learnt a little more about 
the workings of the human mind—though 
we often imagine we know more than we 
really do on this subject! Nevertheless, 
modern times call for an increased under- 
standing of the difficulties and problems of 
child behaviour. They do notin the least 
excuse the need for the consistent self- 
sacrifice and devoted attention which good 
parents have always shown with regard to 
their children. And that care must be 
extended to the inculcation into children 
at the earliest possible age of orderly dis- 
ciplined habits. 

It is not enough to see that children are 
well fed and well clothed, vitally important 
as both these things are. Children must 
have some steady and purposeful motive in 
life, not on!y for their physical well-being 
but also to mould their characters and to 
canalise their mental gifts and artistic talents. 

The Jewish child, if his parents are really 
informed on the basic principles of their 
own faith. has a home code that should 
provide an ideal setting for his development. 
But, alas, how many Jewish parents really 
take the trouble to apply to modern life and 
modern requirements, the eternal. wisdom 
that is to be found in their ancient teach- 
ing? For that is what is really demanded 
of the hundred-per-cent-efficient Jewish 


parents of our time, They must read, learn, 
_and inwardly digest the wisdom. o! their 


aricient faith, and in the light of modern 
learning and knowledge evolve a kind of 
home regime that will assure for the child 
the best discipline of the past coupled with 
the intelligent understanding that is de- 
manded of the child-lover of to-day. 

A stupendous task for parents! But also 
a stupendous opportunity for the Jewish 
parent to lead in the movement that will 
obviously follow the present .war, a strong 
and energetic movement to revive home life 
in.all its dignity and all its useful ess as a 
cradle of the better men and women of the 
future.

INVITE THE SOLDIER 


It is not too late, as most public Chanucah 


celebrations are timed for next Sunday, to 
mention a part of hospitality which should 
not be overlooked (especially in view of 
some unfortunate experiences here and there 
on other occasions during the year), Plans 


for services in a number of areas include 


a hearty invitation to members. of H.M. 
Forces who miay be in the vicinity to attend 
the service. But only too often no invita- 
tion is included for more material festivities. 
It is to be hoped that there is yet time for 
these plans to be amended and enlarged. 
It is poor Judaism that invites a soldier, 
sailor, or airman to attend service and then 
lets him depart. Let Chanucah be kept as 
it should—with cake as well as candles, a 
party as well as prayers. 


THE LATE MRS. LILIAN FREIMAN 


Those who knew the late Lilian Freiman, 


of Ottawa (and her friends in this country 
were many), know of the immense amount 
of social and philanthropic work she did 
not only for Jewry and Zionism, but also 
for Canada, where she was born. Her work 
earned her the O.B.E. from the King—and 
it also earned her the love and respect of 
high and low in the Dominion, and of Jew 
and Christian. Canadian newspapers and 
letters from friends in Montreal and Ottawa, 
just received, prove the tremendous and 
neficent impression she made in a life cut 
short at the comparatively early age of 55. 
Ortawa Journat devoted almost a 
page to her obituary notice and tributes, 
and itself paid her a last tribute in a leading 
article. One of the finest tributes (and one 
rarely equalled anywhere, |! should think) 
was the closing down of the radio station 
for two minutes’ silence when she died. 


A PRIME MINISTER'S TEARS 


Letters give me details of the funeral. 
The family had thought to have a quiet, 


simple ceremony, but public opinion was 
too strong for them. The body lay in state 
and. 10,000 people filed past to pay them 
last respects, and there were guards of 
honour of the Canadian Legion. 

“ Jews and non-Jews,” says one of my corre- 
spondents, “ passed through the room, Goyern- 
ment officers came to pay their respects, and 
one General. stood at the side of the coffin 


and sobbed. The Mother Superior of a nearby 


convent came with two nuns to pay respects 
to their great friend and benefactress. They 
knelt by the coffin for some time and prayed 
~-and a Jew stood at the foot saying Tehillim.” 
Rabbi Charles Bender, of Montreal, and 
formerly of Liverpool, officiated and gave the 
address. The congregation included Mr. 
Mackenzie King (the Prime Minister) and a 
representative of the Governor-General. “The 
Prime Minister was seen several times to dab 
his eves as the eulogy was spoken,” goes on 
my correspondent, “ and later he was reported 
as saying that he never remembered hearing 
a more beautiful tribute. An Ottawa church 
has decided to have a copy of the address 
framed and hung io its hall as a memorial, 
together with a photograph of Mrs. Freiman.”

POUND OF BEEF 


Haricot Stew 


Shin of beef, 1 Ib.: carrots, 4 Ib.; 1 onion 
or leck: haricot beans, 4 Ib.; flour and 
dripping, ozs. cach; vegetable stock, 
14 pints; salt, pepper, vinegar. 

Soak haricots in water overnight. 

Cut meat into small pieces, put in a dish 
with a couple of spoonfuls of vinegar and 
let it soak for 15 minutes, turning i 
occasionally. Prepare carrots and onion 
and cut into slices. Melt dripping and fry 
vegetables a golden brown, then lift out, 
stir in flour, brown this, then gradually add 
the vegetable stock (or water), stir till boil- 


| ing. Put meat, browned vegetables, and 


haricots in a casserole, season to taste, pour 
over thickened gravy, cuver, and cook in a 
slow oven for 24-3 hours. 


Beefsteak Pudding. 


Stewing steak, 1 Ib.: carrots, 4 o7zs.; 1 
medium-sized potato; seasoning; stock of 
water; suct crust. 

CuT meat into small cubes and roll in 
seasoned flour. Prepare carrots and 
potato and cut into dice. 

Line a greased pudding basin with suet 
crust. fill with prepared meat = and 
vegetables, pour in a little seasoned stock 
or water. and cover with pastry. Cover 
with greased paper and steam for 3 hours. 


Oatmeal Mince 


Toast 4 ozs. coarse oatmeal in the oven 
or under a low grill until it ts crisp, then 
mix with I Ilb. minced beef. add a grated 
carrot and seasoning, and moisten with 
water or stock. Cook in a_ covered 
casserole in a slow oven for about 2} hours, 
adding more liquid if it becomes too dry. 


Braised Steak 


Pur a piece of steak cut about | inch 
thick into a shallow casserole and cover 
with layer. of tinned tomatoes; season 
with salt, pepper, and a pinch each of sugar 
and mace, and if available sprinkle with 
finely chopped onion. Pour in 2 table- 
spoonfuls of water mixed with a teaspoon- 
ful of any piquant sauce; cover closely and 
cook in a slow oven until the steak is 
tender—2-24 hours. 

Beef Olives 

Beef, 1 Ib.; breadcrumbs, 3 tablespoonfuls: 
shredded suet, 2 tablespoonfuls: chopped 
parsley, 2 teaspoonfuls; salt, pepper, nutmeg, 
herbs: a dried egg 

CuT meat into very thin slices and trim 
neatly, Chop trimmings very finely and mix 
with crumbs, suet, and parsley, season with 
salt, pepper, nutmeg, and mixed herbs, and if 
available grated lemon rind; bind with a 
dried egg. Shape the mixture into small 
cork-like pieces, roll each in a slice of beef, 
and tie with cotton. 

‘Put a pint of well-seasoned thick brown 
gravy in a casserole, lay in the meat rolls, 
caver, and cook in a slow oven about 14 
hours. Remove cotton, dish on to a bed of 
mashed potatoes, and pour the gravy round.

A good many of your readers must have shared the 
pleasure with which I perused your inspiring leader 
“ Foundation for a better world,” in which you summon 
Democracy to “go back to the foot of Sinai” and learn how 
to establish the New Order.

Art Notes 


THE ROYAL SOCIETY OF BRITISH ARTISTS 


It is a pity,. when we are expending our force and our 
energies in fighting for a better world, and when we are cheer- 
fully enduring bombs and devastation, rationing, and black- 
out, that respectable art societies should waste the precious 


time and insult the intelligence and understanding of the public - 


by exhibiting on their walls a mass of pictures suitable for the 
jumble sale. 

The country possesses a number of excellent and honest 
artists: let us honour them in their time. Let us be refreshed 
and made aware at the fount of their creative imagination. 

Art is an important and vital matter, far more so than most 
of us realise. One should not be pleasant or polite about it. 
One should be moved or happy or excited by it, and I defy 
anyone going into the Suffolk Galleries to be happy or moved 
or excited by nine-tenths of the pictures on these walls. They 
are polite little pictures painted by people with a polite little 
talent, who do not paint because they have felt deeply about 
something and there was no other way to express what they felt. 

Now is the moment for a reconsideration of our values: time 
is short and valuable: Let us bravely face this unpleasant 
job, clear away the junk, sweep the knick-knacks into limbo, 
and leave room only for the work of art that will contribute 
something. however humble, to our greater understanding of 
life. Real artists are not merely reporters, they have some- 
thing to say of their own; they are creators, people whose 

ticular sensibility and understanding can help us to live a 
ovelier life. 

As a matter of fact, there are a few artists in this group who 
do feel, and feel strongly. L. §. Lowry is one and Adrian 
Hill is another, although his pictures here, in spite of a mice 
quality of paint and a nice sense of balance, are not as 
interesting as some I have seen. The two-coloured drawings 
by Rose Henriques move me strangely. Her work has always 
had the power to do this, even when her technique was not as 
ood as it is to-day. There is a spirit moving in her pictures. 
| also liked Ethel Gabain’s “ Winter” and Ethel Walker's 
pearly “ Seascape.” 

Michacl Rothenste'n’s workmanlike drawings demonstrate a 
real and passionate interest in the thing he is drawing and a 
harmonious, if not a stimulating, sense of design. The pen- 
drawings of Lord Methuen are sensitive and lively and much 
more personal than his painting. HK

Culture and Shelter at Alfred Place 


{from a Correspondeni} 


At the West Central Jewish Day Settlement in Alfred 
Place, Tottenham Court Road, W.C.1, shelter is provided 
not only for the body, but for the soul. 

Here are some of the ways in which the centre, run by 
the Hon. Lily H. Montagu, O.B.E., J.P., makes the life of 
the shelterers tolerable in these trying times, 

A canteen run by Miss Nellie Levy, Club Manager. 

Lessons in English for the German refugee shelterers, given 
by some of the members of the Club attached to the Centre. 

A well-stocked library to suit all tastes, ranging from mystery 
yarns to “ highbrow ™ literature. , 

A Friday night service—taken by Miss Jessie Levy, Shelter 
Marshal. There is great excitement over the coming Chanucah 
service and concert that were being arranged. 

Baths for those who use the building as a Rest Centre. 

A dental clinic; chiropodist; medical clinic. (The Centre 
has been without a doctor for some months,: but it is hoped 
that one will be available shortly.) 

Education classes; a Bible discussion group, taken by Miss 
Montagu; dramatic classes; ballet dancing; health and beauty 
classes; and dressmaking and millinery classes. 


Continuous Stream of Callers 


Although not a Rest Centre in the official sense, people use 
it for that purpose who have cither been bombed out of their 
homes or who find their homes unsafe. 

People flock here, too, for advice concerning personal and 
gencral problems, and they get it in abundant measure from 
Miss Montagu and her sister, the Hon. Marian Montagu, who 
interview an almost ceaseless stream of calle?s every day from 
9.30 to 5.15. 

"We always take people in at a moment's notice.””. Miss 
Montagu told me, instancing an old lady of 80 who was 
brought round to the Centre during the night a few days ago. 
The number who sleep in the shelter is between 40 and 50. most 
of whom bring their own bedding. Nearly all are Jews, though 
the shelter is, of course. open also te fion-Jews. 

Although many of those on the Employment Bureau. books 
have now secured war work, the Centre is still trying to keep 
up this Buredu, which is one of its many pre-war activities. 

The Centre is a veritable God-send to girls who work in 
London, but have been living in rooms alone because their 
parents have’ evacuated. 

The Club, of which Miss Montagu is the Chairman, had a

membership of about 800, and Miss Nellie Levy tries to keep 
in touch with as many as possible of those who have gone 
away. 

A large number of the boys of the Club have joined the 
Forces. But they keep up a regular correspondence with their

and go to see her whenever they are in Landon on leave

A broken week on the Stock Exchange owing to 
Christmas-time found business on a rather small scale 
There is no lack of confidence in the situation. Recent 
war news has been encouraging, but war factors must 
exert influence upon sentiment and business from time to 
time. 

At the moment the position is largely assisted by sub- 
stantial credits which are available for investment pur- 
poses. It is true that the banks and large financial institu- 
tions are out of the market at the moment. Such con- 
= are as usual preparing for end-of-the-year balance- 
snecets, 

With the turn of the year, substantial credit supplies 
will be released. There will also be further payments in 
January against requisitioned dollar stocks. It is con- 
tended, therefore, that support for British Funds must con- 
tinue, and a good market for the gilt-edged stocks is likely 
to have favourable influence in other directions.

Mr. Edward S. Baron, Chairman and Managing Director; who 
presided, said: The Board are very gratified that, notwithstand- 
ing the great difficulties which we all find in working under 
present-day conditions, it has been possible to place these 
accounts before the shareholders and to pay our final dividend 
only one day later than last year. 

The net profit for the year is £2,122,379, which ts yet another 
record for the Company. This result, achieved in a year of 
unprecedented difficulty, is a sure indication of the unvarying 
quality of our products and the reputation which we have won in 
a highly competitive field tes : 

Dealing with the balance-sheet, the Chairman said: At first 
sight it may seem strange to you that, in view of heavily increased 
duties. cash at bankers shows an increase over last year: the 
explanation is that. owing to import and currency restrictions, 
we have not been able this year to purchase our usual volume 


of leaf ‘tobacco to replace that used in manufacture, otherwise ° 


we should have had to provide very heavy outlays. 3 
The tremendously increased rate of tobacco duty, mvolving 
much hieher amounts ouvtstanding with our customers, the 
increasing cost of materials, and the enormous amount to be 
found for taxes wili make H necessary for us to look to our

, LEAP STOCK POSITION 


I may here say that at the commencement of war our leaf 
stock position was stronger than at any time in the history of the 
Company. Since then this has been depleted by the course of 
manufactute and. to a certain extent, by losses thraugh enemy 
action: the value of such losses will, of course, be made good 
under the War Risk Commodities Insurance Scheme In our 


‘view it is imperative that the present import and currency 


restrictions should be relaxed at a very carly date in the coming 
year, so that substantial replenishments may be forthcoming 
during 1941. Representations on the whole subject have been 
put before the authorities concerned, and while we appreciate 
the difficulties of the Government regarding American exchange, 
we feel that in the interests of the public and the revenue our 
industry should not be allowed to run short of its principal 
raw material, 

The profit available for distribution amounts to £2,416,482 
from which it is necessary to allocate the huge sum of £1,072,955 
for taxation. Various observations and representations have 
been made recently regarding the 100 per cent. rate of excess 
profits tax, and most of these I would like to endorse. This 
particular tax at its present level will, in my opinion, impose 
a serious handicap on the development of industry for many 
ears to come, besides discouraging additional effort and 
nitiative. . 

In the case of this Company our profits in 1936, one of the 
standard years were £1,227,000 and in successive years there has 
been an increase unti! the past year shows a profit of £2,122,000 ; 
these are not increases due to war conditions but brought about 
by the progressive development of our business, helped by the 
enterprise of the management. 

Having deducted the amount required for taxation, less than 
half of the net profit remains for other purposes. It is proposed 
that a final dividend of 15 per-cent. shall be paid, making 
26 2/3rds per cent. for the year, which will necessitate reducing 
the carry-forward slightly to £276,447. In spite of the many 
difficylties of the past year we are now working at full capacity,

WILUNA GOLD CORPORATION 
SATISFACTORY RESULTS 


The annual general meeting of the Wiluna Gold Corporation, 
Ltd., was held on December 23 at Winchester House, London, 


Sir -Frederic Hamilton (the-Chairman) said that the reports 
and accounts of the Company and the Wiluna Gold Mines 
reflected a position.which tn all the circumstances could only 
be regarded as satisfactory He had explained at their last 
meeting that the elaborate programme of exploration which 
tt had been decided to undertake in view of the progressive 
impoverishment of the lodes at depth had been nearly com- 


‘pleted and had failed to disclose any substantial fresh sources 


of ore. It had become necessary, therefore, to review § the 


‘position in the light of that fact and nw had been decided to 


avoid further capital expenditure, to limit exploratory work 
to the Happy Jack section in the absence of definite encourage- 
ment elsewhere and to observe strict economy im every depart- 
ment: in short, to regard the mine as essentially a salvage 
proposition. That policy had been followed consistently and 
intelligently and had fully answered expectations 

A comparison of results with those of the previous year 
presented several iwteresting features. The tonnage of ore 
treated was almost the same, 585,000 as against £99,000 tons. 
The grade showed an appreciable reduction from 4.01 dwts to 
3.79 dwts., but working costs, including development, showed 
an eminently satisfactory reduction from 25s. 10d. to 20s. 2d. 


per ton, 
ORE RESERVE FIGURES 

Another interesting point of comparison was suggested by 
the ore reserve figures. As compared with the previous year, 
they showed a reduction in grade of one-tenth of a penny- 
weight and a decrease in tonnage of 282,000. As they had 
treated 585,000 tons during the year, it would be seen that 
rather over 300,000 tons of fresh ore had actually been developed. 
In the year ending March, 1939, the reduction on the previous 
year was 452,000 tons,’so that, despite the much larger sum 
expended on development, the new ore opened up in that year 
was only half the amount developed last year. Estimates of 
ore reserves in such a mine as the Wiluna must always be 
regarded as approximate, but even with that reservation the 
result could only be regarded as confirmation of the soundness 
of the policy of limiting expenditure upon exploratory work. 
The results of the year’s working were the more satisfactory 
when the increased cost of supplics and stores, higher wages 
and substantially increased freight rates were taken into account. 

As to the mine. the outstanding fact was|{ that the intensive 
development and exploration programine had been completed. 
It had not located any appreciable fresh sources of ore and 
had confirmed the conclusions of the technical advisers that 
the possibilities of discovering new ore-bodies were to all intents 
and purposes exhausted. As to the future, assuming that 
existing conditions remained more or less stable, it was estim- 
ated that the mine should continue to produce on the present 
scale until about the end of March next, after which the amount 
of ore going to the mill would be somewhat reduced. It was 
impossible to calculate with any precision the further period 
during which profitable working would be possibie. 

Since his speech had been circulated, a report had been 
received by air mail from the mine which stated that in_ the 
main mine on the east lode a crosscut on the 1915 ft. level 
had disclosed 14 ft. width of ore, averaging 4.8 dwts. per ton. 
A cable received that morning stated that another crosscut on 
that horizon had disclosed 12 ft. width of oré averaging 3.6 
dwts. per ton. )

lt may be said that while the future tretd of economic activity * 
in the Union must necessarily be govertied-larecly by the course 
of the War, the outlook has hopeful features [hese various 
factors, coupled with the soundness of the WUnion’s general 
financial position, which. has been stressed trom time (to tume by 


. responsidie authorities, encourage a confident view of the future. 


Ihe 1939-40 tea crop in Nyasaland was very satisfactory, 
and the Bnotish Government has’ contracted tor the purchase of 
the entire yield at a fraction of a penny over Is. ‘per pound 

in’ Mauritius the 1940-4] sugar crop promises to be a record 
one. tere, again, the British Government has undertaken -to 
purchase the entire yreid, with the exception of a small amount 
required for local consumption, and the price. basis, agreed upon 
should result in. a net return to planters of approximately 
i4s. per metric ton. 

in East Africa the past year has naturally been a difficult one 
for producers and traders, but improvement may be anticipated 
as a result of measures that have been taken by. the Government 
to cope with the situation. While there may be some falling 
off in certain crops, coflee in particular, it is probable that this 
will be oflset by increased production in others, and that the 
export of gold will continue to increase. There are reasonable 
grounds for hoping that the export trade of the East African: 
territories will be well maintained. 


EGYPT AND WEST INDIES 


In Egypt cotton growers and exporters were taced by a difficult 
situation at the end of last summer, owing to limited export 
markets and the uncertainty caused by the spreading of the war. 
lt ws gratifying to ote that relief was aflorded by the agreement 
reached between the Egyptian Government and the British Gov- 
ernment for the purchase by the latier of all the 1940-41 cotton 
crop offered to them. .A coiton-buying commission has been 
established which started operations in September ‘ast, since 
when purchases have continued on an increasing scale, 

Turning to the West Indies and British Guiana, an event of 
outstanding importance has been the leasing of naval and air 
bases to the United States of America. This project, assured 
as it ts of wise and tactful handling on the part of all concerned, 
should be of lasting benefit to the Colonies 

Last season's sugar crop in the West Indies and British 
Guiana was somewhat disappointing, owing unfavourable 
weather, The whole of the current crop has beem purchased by 
the British Government at a price which shows an improvement 
on that of last year to allow for increased costs of production. 

The British Government has also purchased the citrus crops o 
Trinidad, Jamaica, and British Honduras. 

In British West Africa the whole of the 1939-40 cocoa crop 
was purchased by the British Government, and a similar arrange- 
ment has been made for the 1940-41 crop. 


POLICY OF BRITISH GOVERNMENT 


This brief review of conditions in some of the territories 
served by our Bank underlines once again the immense signifi- 
cance, from the economic point of view, of the measures taken 
by the British Government to purchase so many of the primary 
products or surpluses which may be offering. While at the 
outset this policy had the effect of restricting any undue rise ia 
prices, it must in the long run be of greai assistance to producers 
to whom it gives an assured and stable market for their produce. 
Moreover, the avoidance of inflated prices during the War 
should do much to mitigate reaction when normal conditions 
ieturn. 3 

1 will not presume to deal with the splendid contributions to 
the common cause by the Dominions and Colonies and Egypt 
and the Sudan, but their scope and nature assuredly inspire us 
to view the outcome with confidence. 

it is gratifying to know that the Bank is uniquely piaced to 
play its part on the economic and financial side, and I am glad 
to be able to give you such a satisfactory report of our past 
year’s working. 

it gives me the g-eatest pleasure to express the Board's 
warmest thanks and appreciation to the various Boaids overseas, 
the General Managers in London and in Svuth Africa. and to 
the whole of the Staff for the loyal manner in which they are 
carrying out their duties in particularly trying times. I may say 
that their interests are Our constant concern, and we are doing 
all that we can to mitigate the hardships imposed by the 
abnormal conditions. In spite of the difficulties, and, in many 
places also, of the dangers with which our Staff have had to 
contend, the business of the Bank has been carried on with. 
smoothness and efficiency. 

In conclusion, | wish to refer especially to the particularly 
heavy burdens which in recent months have fallen upon our Local 
Control Centres.

THE THIEF OF BAGDAD 


All the Riches of Araby in Technicolor 


As the curtain goes up on The Thief of Bagdad to reveal 
a russet-sailed ship of olden times rocking On an azure 
sea, you know that all the richness of which Technicolor ts 
capable is about to be heaped upon the screen. This film 
was started by Alexander Korda long before the war. It 
was made largely at Denham, but completed in Hollywood, 
and the result achieved; through sheer technical skill and 
lavishness of production, certainly repays the months of 
work spent upon it, 

It is a story that calls, of course, for riotous colour and 
vivid imagination, and Mr. Korda has seen to it that all the 
fabled wealth of Araby has been poured into the screen story 
of this famous fairy tale, in which Conrad Veidt is the wicked 
Grand Vizier and magician Jaffar, Sabu is the thief, and June 
Duprez is the beautiful princess. 

The technical marvels, however, take pride of place over 
the acting. There is the mechanical horse, presented by Jaffar 
to the old Sultan of Basra, which flics in graceful slow motion 
over the domes and minarets of the town; there is the Dynan 
(well. acted by the negro player, Rex Ingram), who fises out 
of a small bottle cast up on the seashore. He is so enormous 
that hiss laughter brings great boulders clattering down from 
the rocks, but he can fly across the world like a Bienheim 
bomber, and, tricked, by the little thief's cunning, he can return 
to the botile in the boy’s hands like a wisp of smoke, There 
is also the magic carpet and a host of other wonders, not the 
least of them being the shooting by Sabu of Jaffar when flying 
in mid-air on the mechanical horse. The breaking up of the 
horse into wooden pieces when far above the root-tops is a 
wonderful piece of work. 

The settings are vast and peopled by a colourful ‘multitude, 
but as always it is the simple things, such as the white-robed 
figure of Jaflar standing against a vivid blue sky. that are 
the mot effective. It is amusing to try to pick out the settings 
that are obviousiy of Buckinghamshire orimm and those that 
just as obviously Californian 

The picture is just the thing for the school holidays, though 
the squeamish might not care for some horrible moments when 
Sabu attacks a giant spider with his. sword. However, the 
costumes, the muiracies, the tremendous landscapes, and the 
romantic personalities of Conrad Veidt and Sabu combine to 
make @ first-class film, [It was directed by Ludwig Berger and 
Michacl Powell, with special. effects b¥ Lawrence Butler.
